MINUTES of 2/22 approved as amended. Unanimous 

ART 68 TRAFFIC SUPERVISORS: Casazza would like the traffic supervisors to work for the police rather than the 
schools. Traffic supervisors work for police in other towns. She would like more sympathetic supervision. She is 
concerned that they were not included in the initial school budget. She expects a lawsuit if traffic supervisors not 
funded and an accident happens. Casazza has nottalked w/Chief Ryan or the School Committee. She stated that 
there are 34 supervisors, 31 are permanentw/ pension but w/o health insurance or longevity. They work 2 hrs/day, 
10 hrs/wk .There are 32 posts around 10 schools. Members pointed out that if working as part time police, traffic 
supervisors might be eligible for unemployment payments in the summer. This was one reason they were 
transferred to the schools from the police some years ago. 

VOTED No action with a comment to encourage greater communication and cooperation between all involved. 
Unanimous 

ART 65 HARRYBARBER PROGRAM FitzGerald, using a handout for this and subsequent articles, described the 
program & requested the same appropriation as last year: $7500 for 10 jobs. Seven of 10 jobs were filled last year. 
Others were judged unsuitable for the applicants that applied. 

ART 66 MINUTEMAN SENIOR SERVICES FitzGerald reviewed the services provided and noted that state funding 
will be reduced. She requested $10,679, the same as last year. Members requested the annual report of MM 
Senior Services. 

ART 67 SOCIAL WORKER II FitzGerald stated that the current social worker has an excessive work load and it is 
growing. The problems addressed are severe. FitzGerald requested $47,000 to fund this new position. Director 
Sharkydid not approve this request because of budget constraints. 
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ART 24 TAX CHECKOFF FOR CoATRANSPORTATION: FitzGerald reviewed the costs of running the CoAvans. 
Dial-A-Ride, MM Senior Services & the Sanborn Foundation also provide transportation for seniors in some cases. 
Fundraising to cover costs has begun, FitzGerald requested a checkoff option like Dollars For Scholars. She has 
nottalked w / Gilligan. Gilligan was present and provided a handout that stated manyreasons, mostlyfiscal, whyhe 
does not support this proposal. 

Fanning asked FitzGerald if she would be willing to give up the funding under ART 65 & 66 in orderto partlyfund 
ART 67. She said, "Maybe" 

No votes on the CoA articles were taken at request of Hum ServSubCom (Franclemont) to give her a chance to 
discuss these articles w/ Director Sharky. 

BUD 10 ZBA: GenGovSubCom (Howard) stated that 22 hearings were held in CY2009 compared to 15 in CY 
2010. A40B hearing is coming up. He recommended the budget as printed. VOTED $23,890. Unanimous. 

COMMITTEE: Goal is to finish hearings this month. Understand department budgets & correct if necessary. Vote 
budgets in first half of March.
